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“You wiped out everything?) pre 


“Well, I kept the records of 
investigations into domestic mat- 
ters, thefts, embezzlements, and the 
like. But I decided to get rid of 
everything relating to industrial 
employment. It took me a week or 
10 days to sort the papers out. I 
burned some at my office and some 
at home.” . 
Smith said he was in touch with 
detective agencies all over the 
country, and thought most of them 
have done likewise, for the same 
reason. When asked to produce 
minutes of meetings of directors or 
stockholders of his concern, he an- 
swered that none had been kept 
for years. The only advertising 
matter he was able to present was 
in the form of blotters. 

All his contracts and agreements 
with corporate employers, he con- 
tinued, have been oral since the be- 

ing of 1937, and the only list 
of his customers in existence is in 
his own head. No letters or writ- 
ten instructions were exchanged, he 
said. 

“Everything was done on faith?” 
Thomas queried. “Yes, sir,” the 
witness replied. He was asked how 
his clients knew he had performed 
the duties for which he was en- 
gaged. “They received a bill from 
me,” he answered. 

At the same time, Smith protest- 
ed that he did the things he was 
employed to do “only provided they 
were legal,” and that the World 
Association of Detectives, and its 
New Orleans and Cleveland con- 
ventions of 1936 and 1937, went on 
record in resolutions as opposed to 
strikebreaking and espionage.

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COL HUSTON, 
ONCE CO-OWNER 
OF YANKS, DIES 


By the Associated Press. 
BRUNSWICK, Ga., March 29, — 
Col. T. L. Huston, former co-owner 
of the New York Yankee baseball 
club, died at his Butler Island 
plantation home near here today. 
Death came to the 71-year-old 
sportsman-agriculturist while he sat 
at his desk in his office shortly 
after noon. 
The Colonel was sitting at his 


desk in the presence of Miss Alice 
Johnston, his secretary,” Arthur 
Huston, a son, said, “when he 
slumped over and died immediate- 
ly from what is believed to have 
been a sudden heart failure.” 

Mrs, Huston and Arthur Huston 
were at the Huston’s home at Sea 
Island, near here, when they were 
informed of the death. 

Aside from a directorship in the 
Atianta Club, Col. Huston had had 
no connection with baseball for sev- 
eral years but maintained a lively 
interest in the game and had been 
trying for several years to purchase 
the Brooklyn club of the National 
League. 

Huston was part owner of the 
Yankees with Col Jacob Ruppert 
and he was instrumental in bring- 
ing about the deal that landed Babe 
Ruth with the Yankees. 

Col. Huston said less than two 
weeks ago that “I would still like 
to have the Brooklyn baseball club. 
The money is still on the line, al- 
though not as much of it as there 
was at one time.” A great ad- 
mirer of Ruth, he had hoped to

Since his retirement from base- 
ball, Huston contented himself with 
breeding champion cows on his 
Butler Island Dairy, 12 miles north

Car System Alohg With Power and 
Light Facilities.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 29.— 


the negotiations for purchase of 
the electric compatiy’s property 
here by the City of Knoxville. 
Following the announcement by 
Director David E. Lilienthal of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority that 
TVA would consider purchasing 
as a unit the properties of utilty 
companies with which municipali- 
ties are planning to operate com- 
petitive systems, the local electric 
company is trying to unload on the 
city, along with the existing elec- 
tric distribution system, an un- 
profitable street railway that Lil- 
fenthal once called a “white ele- 
phant.” 

T V A’s new policy regarding 
the purchase of existing distribu- 
tion systems, to avoid the construc- 
tion of duplicate systems, was an- 
nounced early in March. It fol- 
lowed widespread complaint by util- 
ity executives that the TV A-fos- 
tered plan for municipalities to 
purchase only such facilities as 
they considered most desirable 
would leave the private companies 
with much property that no longer 
would have any operating value. 
Lilienthal said President Roosevelt 
knew of the new policy. 

The earlier method of dealing 
was for municipalities wishing to 
distribute T V A electricity to first 
arrange for Federal P W A grants 
and loans for the constructon of 
a distribution system and then to 
make a “take it or leave it” offer 
to purchase the existing system. 
Utility operators complained that 
this was coercion. Until recently 
injunctions restrained a number 
of the larger cities in the Tennes- 
see Valley from proceeding. with 
construction of duplicate systems. 
These injunctions have been dis- 
solved. 

City Wants Busses, Not Trolleys. 

Mayor Walter W. Mynatt, who, 
when seen by this correspondent, 
had just returned from a confer- 
ence in Washington -with repre- 
sentatives of the Tennessee Public 
Service Co., operating the local elec- 
tric service and the street trans- 
portation system, said the company 
had taken the position it was not 
interested in selling unless the 
transit property is included in the 
deal. The Mayor wouldn't mind 
having a municipal bus system, but 
he frankly said he did not want 
the street railways, which represent 
86 per cent of the book value of 


| the transit system and produce only 


47 per cent of the gross revenue. 

Knoxville voted in November, 
1933, to acquire or construct its 
own electric distribution system, 
and contracted to purchase  elec- 
tricity from T V A. In negotiations 
that followed for purchase of the 
private company’s distribution sys- 
tem, Director Lilienthal] used this 
argument: “The right of the peo- 
ple of Knoxville to serve themselves 
with electricity and to become a 
part of the President’s ‘yardstick 
area’ is surely not open to doubt.” 

At that time (1934) TVA 
reached an agreement with the 
holding company (Electric Bond 
and Share) which controlled the 
local operating company, for pur- 
chase of the distribution facilities 
in Knoxville and surrounding area. 
The price was to be $6,088,000 and 
the local company was to retain the 
transit system. An injunction suit 
by a preferred stockholder caused 
abandonment of this agreement. 

In the recent negotiations the 
city and T V A renewed this offer, 
the city to take the distribution fa- 
cilities within its own limits and 
adjacent thereto, and T V A to 
take the lines in nearby towns and 
to try to sell them to the respec- 
tive municipalities, 

Trolley System Balks Deal. 

The company balked on the point 
that the new offer was not for the 
entire property, because it failed 
to include the transportation sys- 
tem. ‘ 

The price was practically iden- 
tical with the rate base value of 
the property as determined by the 
Tennessee Railroad and Utilities 
Commission.

system. 
Transportation Deficits. 

The company’s reports to the 
Utilities Commission do not show 
profit or loss of the transportation 
system, the income statement for 
that department being consolidated 
with that of the electricity depart- 
ment. It is known, however, that 
the transportation system has regu- 
larly had deficits, and in 1934 Di- 
rector Lilienthal of TVA said that 
after depreciation was set aside the 
deficit amounted to $40,000 in 1934.

“Was I not right to tell him,

“In the space of three days (after

How the holding company device lent itself to self- 
serving promoters in the boom years of the middle 
and late 2086 is well known. There were vari- 
ous causes of the 1929 crash, but certainly one of 
them was the upside-down pyramiding of company 
units into the financial skies, with its resultant 
creation of fictitious values. It gave us Insullism, 
and Insullism was one of the malpractices that wiped 
out the savings of thousands of persons in small 
income groups. 

To cope with this evil, Congress passed an explora- 
tory measure applicable only to interstate gas and 
electric companies. It distinguished between prop- 
er and improper systems, largely in terms of geog- 
raphy and the area served, and gave those which 
came under the law a generous period in which to 
register and to comply with the integration provi- 
sions. Registration with a regulatory body, such as 
the 8 E C, obviously was a basic requirement. 

Agreeing with the Government, the court says that 
questions of constitutionality other than that raised 
by the disputed registration provisions can be deter- 
mined as they arise “under regular judicial proced- 
ure.” Meanwhile, the registration provisions and the 
regulation requiring the submission of information to 
the 8 E C are free, in the words of the Chief Jus- 
tice, to “stand alone.” 

The handbill decision invalidates the ordinance of 
a small Georgia county seat requiring a license for 
the distribution of handbills. It is significant be- 
cause, in effect, it passes judgment on Boss Hague’s 
suppression of civil liberties in Jersey City. Here 
is what the court, again speaking through the Chief 
Justice, thinks of the “legal” basis of Hague’s jail- 
ing of C I O pamphlet distributors last November: 

Legislation of the type in question would re- 
store the system of license and censorship in its 
baldest form. The liberty of the press is not 
confined to newspapers and periodicals. It nec- 
essarily embraces pamphiets and leaflets. These 
indeed have been historic weapons in the defense 
of liberty, as the pamphlets of Thomas Paine and 
others in our own history abundantly attest. 

The press, in its historic connotation, compre- 

hends every sort of publication which affords a 

vehicle of information and opinion. (The 

ordinance) is invalid on its face. 

Gratifying also is the court’s acceptance of the 
child labor amendment test case for review. The 
amendment, although it now has 28 ratifications, 
has been rejected at one time or another by far more 
than a fourth of the states. The issue of its validity 
now is largely academic, as ratification appears out 
of the question, but a comprehensive Supreme Court 
ruling will illuminate the situation and provide a 
guide for the future.

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SOME SCHOOL TAX DATA. 

In connection with the campaign now drawing to 
a close for retention of the 85-cent school tax rate, 
a few simple figures show the comparative cheap- 
ness of public education in St. Louis. They dem- 
onstrate how much it means to the schools to keep 
the existing rate and how little it would benefit 
the average taxpayer to defeat the proposition. 

If, in the special election a week from today, 
the proposition should fail to receive a majority 
vote, the rate would revert automatically to 60 cents 
on the $100 valuation. This would cost the schools 
almost $2,500,000 annually, or virtually a quarter of 
the entire budget. To meet such a reduction of in- 
come, there would have to be a wholesale slashing 
of salaries, general elimination or curtailment of 
the numerous special educational services, and rig- 
orous economy in everything remaining, all at the 
expense of the welfare of the schools. 

Since the assessed valuation of real and personal 
property of the average taxpayer is about 35000, his 
annual bill for support of the schools is only $42.50, 
or 30 per cent of his total annual bill. 

If the proposal is defeated and the rate goes back 
to 60 cents, the saving ‘will be only $12.50 a year for 
the average taxpayer. 

For many a homeowner, the yearly school tax bill 
is $25 or less. 

Yet the average cost of the school system per pupil 
is about $110 a year. 

There can be no doubt of the need of the Board 
of Education for the 85-cent rate. The request, in- 
deed, is modest.

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SENATOR NORRIS ON NAVAL EXPANSION. 

It is an event of more than passing significance 
when a Senator like George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
as earnest an advocate of peace as there is in Con- 
gress, sole survivor of the group of Senators who 
voted against our going into the World War in 1917, 
announces that he has changed his previous stand 
against naval expansion. Senator Norris does not go 
the full way with the pending administration pro- 
gram, which calls for authorization of a billion dol- 
lars’ worth of new armament over a term of years, 
but he believes that this country should be “armed 
to a greater extent than Japan is armed, or greater 
than either Italy or Germany is armed.” 

Certainly the words of Senator Norris cannot be 
dismissed as the expression of a militarist playing 
the game of the armament builders.

Nor is he 
interested in “pulling Great Britain’s chestnuts out 
of the fire.”

He is as strongly for peace as 
ever, he prays that we may keep out of war, but as 
he sees “outlawry replacing justice and reason” over

ARALLELING the destruction of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s intellectual leadership of

New Deal of intellectual fatigue, so definite 


as to suggest intellectual disintegration. 

Ideas are suspect to many. They are a 
bore to many others. Perhaps the Presi- 
dent’s loss of intellectual leadership created 
this condition. Perhaps this condition has 
confirmed the President’s loss of leadership. 
However that may be, the intellectual tone 
of Washington ia one of weariness, broken 
chiefly by suspicions, animosities and re- 
criminations. High resolves are rare and 
usually hollow. Making over the universe, 
in these days, induces ennui. 

There is no Brain Trust. It may be there 
never was a Brain Trust. But what seemed 
to be a Brain Trust is no more. The glitter- 
ing and exciting procession of specially en- 
dowed intellects which came ouf of the void 
has returned into the void, and the line has 
petered out. 

Tom Corcoran and Ben Cohen are sup- 
posed to be still more or less in favor, al- 
though there is gossip about their life ex- 
pectancy in the world of the New Deal.

Roosevelt’s condemnation of wage stané 
ards in Southern industries. The Nashville 
Banner says he slandered the South in his 
Gainesville speech. What he said was this: 
“Efficiency in operating industries goes 
hand in hand with good pay, and the indus» 
tries of the South cannot compete with im 
dustries in other parts of the country 
unless the buying power of the South makes 
possible the highest kind of efficiency.” 

This is obviously good sense, but it struct 
a sensitive spot. In the last few years, the 
South has joyously greeted the migration of 
Northern industries, which moved in to take 
advantage of the lower Southern wage and 
living standards. 

Most of the industries were of the sweat- 
shop variety, meaning that they were highly 
mechanized, requiring little operative skill. 
They can employe entire families, including 


load and, sweatshop or not, the payment of 
thousands of cash incomes that otherwise 
would not be available. 

But is this a healthy, enduring kind of 
industrial development? Manifestly, it 


not. It freezes wages at a low level, be 


cause once it becomes necessary to raise 
wages, the industries will move on, in ca 
petbagger fashion, With wages frozen at & 
low level, living standards are similarly at- 
fected, and the South is denied the strong, 
stable purchasing power on which its per- 
manent industrial prosperity depends. 

Furthermore, the carpetbag industries can 
undersell their competitors in other areas, 
tending to drag down wages and increase 
industrial unrest everywhere. 

Rather than brand Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
marks as an insult, the South should accept 
them as a generous bit of advice.

T's VERY easy to reduce any person any amount if you lock

reduced in this way from 500 odd pounds 
to 190-——entirely without exercise, only by 
reducing the food intake. 

But the point is, he was locked in 
a room. It is also easy, but not quite 
as certain, to reduce a person at home 
if he eats all his (planned) meals there. 
Not as certain, because he may sneak 
a cookie or what is in reach when he’s 
hungry. 

The menace to reduction schemes is 
the reducer at large—especially at lunch- 
eon time away from home. Dining out 
fy gf ma, is also a menace, but the way to overcome 

that is too obvious to need comment. 

DR, CLENDENING. So I print today six reducing lunches, 
The reducer should clip the list from the paper and keep it in 
the purse or billfold. When you go into a restaurant or cafe 
for lunch, pull out the list and choose any ONE lunch you want. 

These are so arranged that the order can be filled in any 
restaurant or cafeteria. There are no substitute breads or butter. 
If you crave bread and butter, your chance to get it is at lunch.

They're too hard.” 

“Nonsense. Let me see. Seven 
times nine are 63; put down three 
and carry six”—— 

“I can do that. But it’s all 
nines and sevens and eights, and 
nothing comes out even. I'll never 
get them done right.” 

It was a hard assignment for a 
child learning multiplication and 
division. The processes are not 
easy in themselves, and they have 
not become habitual to the child. 
And besides that, the teacher, in 
virtuous attitude of mind, had 
picked out all the hardest combi- 
nations, strung them along in num- 
bers of seven places, and called 
them examples. It was too hard. 
Children must be expert in the 
use of these processes and tables 
before they can view such exam- 
ples without shock and fear. They 
want to work the short, easy ones 
that come even, because they get 
them right. The long ones fatigue 
them; the opportunities for errors 
are multiplied, and they get them 
wrong. Every time they get one 
right they are encouraged and 
strengthened. Every time they get 
one wrong they are sunk to the 
‘depths, What we want to do is to 
get them to like doing this work, 
and to do that we must feed out 
the easiest ones first, gradually 
adding a seven, then an odd nine 
or. eight combination. This must 
be watched in the third and fourth

Long division is very hard for 
beginners. It is only a combination 
of tables, the four fundamental op- 
erations used together, but the chil- 
dren have barely mastered the use 
of these operations singly, and to 
find them all tied up in one spot is 
awesome, to say the least. 

First steps must be very easy, 
small numbers, answers coming 
out even. Then the gradual ap- 
proach to the odd numbers, the un- 
even result. Always short numbers. 
Alternate the difficult example with 
the easy one so as to encourage 
and rest the children. In time they 
handle any combination easily, but 
this ease will never come if they 
have been frightened and stunned 
by the long and hard example. 
Some very earnest teachers 
think that they must pick out the 
very hardest types of work 80 as 
strengthen the children's 
Power is gained by long 
slow practice, with success as a 
gteady accompaniment. The sur- 
est way to make a child fail in any 
subject is to give him a hard prob- 
lem and let him fail. 

Failure will come often enough 
uninvited. It is our task to guard 
against it, to so teach a subject, 
so grade its steps, as to allow all 
but the unfit to succeed; and even 
the unfit ought to find themselves 
provided for in. the special sheet 
that is handed them. There is 
no virtue in difficulty. Virtue and 
the strength that lies in it are 
born of triumph and success over 
a period of time. Experience is 
the mother of virtue, which is but 
another word for wisdom.

| a “club convention” that seems 

to have descended upon the 
country’s bridge players like io. 
custs on grain. To my amazement 
and discomtfiture, I find that I am 
being given “credit” for this con. 
vention! Few things could be more 
unjust. My Gold Book and other 
writings discuss the use of a three. 
card minor suit opening bid as a 
prepared bid, but at no point have 
I talked about a club convention, 
Let me quote a few sentences from 
the paragraphs on “prepared bids”: 

“Many hands that are too strong 
to pass would be too weak to rebid 
if the normal opening bid, based on 
biddable suit requirements, were 
made. Other hands contain no prop. 
erly biddable suit, do not meet ths 
requirements for one no trump, and 
yet are much too strong to pass 
In some of these hands the problem 
may be solved by bidding a shaded 
four-card suit; in others, bidding a 
three-card minor is the only rem- 
edy. The use of such a three-card 
suit is a ‘prepared bid’ and should 
not be confused with the artificial 
club and diamond bids used in 
some systems to denote powerful 
hands and, in others to denote sub- 
minimum protective third or fourth 
hand bids. Such bids are definite 
ly losing bids and systems based 
on them are unsound. They con- 
fuse the partner while opening the 
door for low, cheap overcalls. There 
are no artificial opening bids in the 
Culbertson system.” 

If, after reading the above, any 
player still can point an accusing 
finger at me and say that the Cul- 
bertson system approves the use of 
an artificial club bid with some 
half-baked series of forced re 
sponses, I suppose I had better 
throw in the sponge and devote my 
attention to parchesi.
